The legislature has just adjourned 
its special session and the Gov ernor 
has announced 
that 
he will again 
conv ene the legislature in Septem­ 
ber. 
The main purpose of the nex t ses­ 
sion is to prov ide rev enues to pay 
the auppropriations made by 
this 
legislature, 
amounting to approx i­ 
mately one hundred 
and 
sev enty 
million dollars, including a deficit of 
about thirty -one million dollars. 
In 
other words, while the legislature has 
for about fiv e months been spending 
they will at the September session 
try their hands at getting the money 
to pay the bill. 
In addition to prov iding pay ment 
for debts already 
incurred by the 
state there are other debts the state 
has not prov ided for. 
For instance 
no prov ision has been made to pay 
the $15.00 monthly 
pension which 
the people 
v oted a constitutional 
amendment for. 
The legislature at 
the nex t session can prov ide 
for a 
part pay ment to less than one-half 
of the people qualified 
under 
the 
constitution and repudiate pay ment 
to the balance, or they can prov ide 
for the full pay ment of the pension 
justly due under the constitution. 
Between now and the nex t session 
of the legislators I think the peo­ 
ple and the members of the legisla­ 
ture ought to hav e a little heart to 
heart talk in the nature of a fireside 
chat about 
what 
the people want 
their legislativ e 
representativ es do 
do about he nex t session of the legis­ 
lature. 
It would be a good idea for 
the 
members of the legislature to call 
the people of their district to assem­ 
ble in mass meeting and there tell 
the people what they are 
going to 
tax and how much they are in fav or 
of. 
Then after 
they 
hav e fully 
stated their intentions, then call on 
the people assembled to giv e a word 
of mouth of approv al of their posi­ 
tion. May be a majority of the people 
won’t come to the meeting, but a 
good many will, and the represent­ 
ativ e will hav e done his part in an 
honest effort to learn the desire of 
the v oters and 
be willing to carry 
out their will. 
To pay the full pension and treat 
all the old people fair, it is going 
to take at least forty million dol­ 
lars. 
There is according to 
the 
last Federal census at least 250,000 
people qualified 
under the consti­ 
tution to receiv e the full $15.00 a 
month pension. 
The 
only fair way to get this 
money is to lev y a 2 per cent sales 
tax on all commercial sales. This tax - 
instead 
of being a discrimination 
against the 
poor, as the big mer­ 
chants declare, is a tax in fav or of 
the poor, and only req u ires the pay ­ 
ment of the tax in proportion to the 
ability of the tax pay er to bu y . Real­ 
ly and tru ly the sales tax is the poor 
man’s tax , becau se if he does not 
bu y mu ch he does not pay mu ch, 
while the rich man mu st pay the fu ll 
tax on the amou nt which his wealth 
enables him to bu y . 
The deception that the sales tax is 
bu rden on the 
poor shou ld stop, 
and if the people 
will 
stu dy the 
q u estion and demand that their rep- 
resentaiv e 
come 
clean with them, 
we will soon get enou gh tax withou t 
hu rting or oppressing 
any body to 
,>ay the pension in fu ll and all 
the 
other debts of the state. 
Nineteen states hav e the sales tax 
and there is no repeal proposed in 
any state. 
If the people want to join me in 
an honest to God effort to stop this 
wild ex trav agance and waste of the 
tax money and pu t this state ou t of 
debt, ju st let me hear from y ou and 
I will giv e the best there is in me to 
bring the relief and render the ser­ 
v ice which the people so mu ch need. 
I still liv e in Au stin, Box 1158 .
